.Again the Sepoys rallied. They 
chose a strong position, ecvored 
by a swollen rivulet named Pan- 
doo-Xuddec. Only one bridge 
crossed the river, and it was 
strongly guarded by two guns 
and a regiment of infantry. The 
guns of the British soon disabled 
those of the rebels though, and 
then the Sepoys tried to blow up 
the bridge. The explosion de- 
stroyed the parapet, but llirough 
the white smoke loomed up the 
forms of the Fusiliers, their bay- 
onets (lashing ominously.

The prevalent idea in England 
up till just lately has been that 
wrong-doers should be "soaked" 
with punishments laid on thick 
and hard. Cruelty has often been 
mixed up with the process. The 
ticket-oJ-Ieave system was also 
very harsh, practically ordaining 
that a man when once committed 
to jail for a term of penal servi- 
tude should never be free from 
police supervision. 

But all this is changing. An 
agency for the aid of discharged 
. convicts is now doing the work 
of supervision formerly carried 
on by the police, and there will 
be less hounding a man; back to 
crime. • . 



But beyond this, far reaching 
new rules are no-w in force in re- 
spect lo preventive delention. 
This reform enables the habitual 
criminal to be sentenced lo un- 
dergo, so many years detention, 
after the expiration of his term 
of penal servilude. in place oi the 
ticket of leave system.

Washington street. Brooklyn. 
Oenille said to-day that lie hoped 
when he was accepted for Salva- 
tion Army work that he would be 
sent either back to hi?! old home 
in England or to India, where he 
saw service. He also referred to 
Col. William H. Cox, E:ditoi--in- 
Chief of the War Cry, who has 
investigated the case and says 
that their new recruit is actually 
the twelfth Baronet Cave- 
Brownc-Cave, 

The baronet asserted that he 
had not joined the .Salvation 
Army because he was deslilnle or 
in need of assistance, but simply 
because he had become convert- 
ed at one of its meetings. 

"It is quite a contrast to the ten 
dollars a day I was earning when 
I joined the army to (lie .?.3.50 a 
week which I now get for taking 
care of this hall," he said with a 
smile, "but I am perfectly con- 
tent. As I have to buy my meals 
and clothing out of my wages, 
being supplied with only a place 
to sleep here, I am not able to 
save very much. I have applied 
for an OITicer's command in the 
Salvation .Army, and as I am 42 
years old, six years beyond the 
age limit, I have to wait imtil 
my application is approved by 
the high oflicials of the organiza- 
tion. 

'lam Sir Cave-Browne-Cave, 
twelfth Baronet of that name, and 
I have plenty of proof of ^ the 
legilirnacy of my litic, but I am 
no longer the heavy-drinking 
roystering fellow I -vas once. I 
became converted through the 
instrumentality of the Army, and 
am now perfectly happy and 
content.

1. Our first 0i>ji-i-liuM is, Ihat it 
does not harmonize with the con- 
sriousnoss of entirely sanffified 
persons; Thc?c testify willi .Ar- 
viri Oradin to '•thr' highest Iraii- 
qtiilily, serenity and peace of 
mind, with a doliver.'iiice from 
every fleshly desire, and a cessa- 
lion of all. even inward ~iii."' 

We admit thai if we arc osUiro- 
ly passive in saiii'lificatiiiii; we 
niighl tiol be. roiisiiiiiis cif this rc- 
pi"<'s>ivi' foivc. hiildiiig in check 
our sinfnl proclivilics. But it is 
a principle of the great scheme 
of gospel .''idvalioii in employ (he 
agenry of the suliJL-rl. He is lo 
he a co-worker with Ood. Hence 
ho would he cniisriinis of his 
share in the work of repression, 
even if he were not conscious of 
the work performed by the Spirit. 

The uniform testimony i? to a 
dcliglitfiil sense of inward pur- 
ity, the absence of all risings of 
malice, envy, and sclf-seckiiig. 
Now. if all liit'si' siiil t-visi with- 
in, hut only neuir.ilized by a su- 
perior force crushing them down, 
cnnsrioiisnfiss ninsf adesl In a 
falsehood when she tiears wit- 
ness to entire inward purity, 

2. Lack of •« scriptural ba.^is. 
It is a remarkable fact that while 
the Greek language richly 
abounds in words .signifying re- 
pression, a half score of which 
occur in the Xew Testament, and 
are translated by to bind, bruise, 
cast down, conquer, bring into 
bondage, let. repress, hold fast, 
hinder, restrain, subdue, put 
do^Ti, and take by the throat, yet 
not one of these is used of inbred 
sin: but such verbs as signify to 
cleanse, to purify, to mortify or 
kill, to crucifv, and to destroy. 
When St. Paul say= that he keeps 
under his body, and brings it 
into subjection, he makes, no al- 
lusion to the flesh, the carnal 
mind, hut to his innocent bodily 
appetites. In Pauline usage body 
is different from f5esh. We have 
diligently sought in both the Old 
Testament and the New for ex- 
hortations to seek the repression 
of sin. The uniform command is 
io put away sin, to purify the 
heart, to purge oiit the old leaven, 
and to seek to be sanctified 
throughout soul, bod.v, and spirit. 
Repressive power is ' nowhere 
ascribed to the blood of Christ,

but rather purgative cITicacy. 
Now, if thpsc verbs, which sig- 
nify lo cleanse, wash, crucify, 
mortify, or make dead, and to de- 
stroy, are all used in a typical 
or metaphorical sense, it is very 
evident that the literal truth sig- 
nified is something far stronger 
than repre.ssion. It is eradica- 
tion, exlincliun of being, destruc- 
tion. 

3. The repressive theory of 
Holiness is out of harmony with 
the Divine purity. Holiness in 
man must mean precisely the 
same as Holiness in God, who an- 
nounces Himself as holy, and 
then founds human obligation lo 
Holiness upon this revealed at- 
trituile: "Be ye holy, for f am 
huly." Who dares lo say that 
Oiid"s ITiiliness to lirfcrcul from 
man's Holiness, save that the one 
is original, and the other is in- 
wrought by the Holy Ghost? 

Well docs one say. "How can 
a man even know what is meant 
by justice in the Deity, if there 
is ahsoliitcly nothing of the same 
species in his own rational con- 
stitution, which, if realized in his 
own character as it is in thai of 
God. would make him just as God 
is just? If there is no part of 
man's complex being, upon which 
he may fall hack with the cer- 
tainty of not being mistaken in 
his judgment of ethics and re 
ligion. Ilien arc both anchor and 
anchorage gone, and he is afloat 
upon the boundless, starless 
ocean of ignorance and sceptic- 
ism." 

Who can confidently adore, 
and sincerely love a being who 
may, in the inmost essence of his 
being, be pure malignity in the 
outward guise of benevolence? 
Now. if "oliness in man is the 
same kind as Holiness in God— 
and it is perilous to deny it — 
what becomes of the repressive 
theory? 

.Arc there explosive elements 
in the Divine nature, and is there 
some outside power holding 
down sinful tendencies in His 
heart? , Or is He Himself holding 
them down? Let St. John an- 
swer, "In Him is no darkness" — 
moral evil — "at all." His nature 
is unminglcd purity. This must 
be the pattern of oiir Holiness. 
"He that hath this hope in Him 
purificth himself, ei-cn as He is 
pure." 

■i. Our next objection to this 
theory is, that it confounds the 
distinction between IIoHness and 
virtue. We never call God Vit^- 
uous, nor angels,' nor Jesus 
Christ, nor the spirits of the jiist 
made perfect, whether in the 
body or out of the body. We do 
not magnify," but rather belittle

llic Son of God to ascribe to Him 
only virtue, lie is holy, harm- 
less, nndefiled, separate from 
sinners. What is the specific 
difTerence between -virtue and 
Holiness? Repression. Virtue is 
the triumph of right against 
strong inward tendencies toward 
the opposite. Jesus triumphed 
over outward loniptalions lo siu, 
uud was holy. Mary Magdal- 
ene by divine grace triumph- 
ed over iinvarcl Icudcticies to- 
ward vice, uiid was virt- 
uous. The repressive theory of 
iioliness, involving, as it must, 
the co-working of the human 
.soul with the Divine Represser,, 
confounds the broad distinction 
between Holiness and virtue, and 
banishes Holiness from the earth, 
substituting virtue instead. In 
fact, we do not see any possibil- 
ity, 071 this theory, for a fallen 
niau ever to beeonic holy, in the 
sense of the entire extinction of 
iulired sin. If this is only re- 
pressed here, it may be only re- 
pressed for ever hereafter. If the 
Holy Spirit cannot eradicate orig- 
inal sill now, through faith in the 
blood " '-'lis, what assurance 
have rfe can ever entire- 

ly sn ,, our souls? But if by 
rcpn. lOn is meant the right 
poising of the innocent passions 
of sanctified human uaiurc after 
the extinction of ingratitude, un- 
belief, malice, sctf-will, and 
every other characteristic of de- 
praved human nature which is 
sinful of itself, we accept it as 
Scriptural.— "Holiness Readings."

HELPLESS CHILDREN 

Heroic Work of Snlvalliin Arni.S- 
Nurses- nt Spokane Fire. 

(From a Vancouver iSewspaper.) ' 

Groping their way through si'if- 
focating smoke amid crackling 
names, four nurses at the Salva- 
tion .Army Rescue Home, under 
the leadership of Captain Bertha 
PmitI;. .eseuerl fifteen helpless 
children .tnd si.\ women in the 
maternity ward at the home when 
the institution burned yesterday 
morning. The fire, which is be- 
lieved to have started frnni de- 
fective wiring, broke out at an 
hour when most of the smaller 
inmates of the home were still in 
llicir hods, and it was due toonly 
the heroic work of the nurses 
thai scvi-rol live? wej-c not lost. 
Most of the twenty-one women in 
the inslitulo were at breakfast 
when the flames broke out, the 
rliildren not yet being up. The 
women in the breakfast room 
easily made their escape, but the 
ehildVcn and half a dozen women, 
in the maternity ward were left 
ill the building. Each ■of the 
brave nurses made several trips 
into the burning building, which 
blazed like tinder, bringing out 
the youngsters until all were 
saved. Then they dashed back 
into the flames and rescued the 
bed-ridden women.

New Laws IS to Weapons. 

One result of the increasing 
number of murderous crimes 
committed by foreigners in Can- 
ada is that the laws regarding 
the purchase of firearms and 
knives have been made much 
more stringent. .A proclamation 
recently issued by the Ontario 
Government states that every' 
person who exposes for sale or 
sells any bowie-knife, dirk, dag- 
ger, stiletto, metal-knuckles, 
skull-eracker, slung-shot, revol- 
ver,. pistol, or air-gun, to any 
person other than the holder of a 
written permit from the Provin- 
cial or local police, is liable to a 
fine of from $25 to $200, with the 
maximum option of six months in 
jail. The same penalties are ap- 
plicable to the man who makes 
the purchase without having a 
permit, and any weapons sold ir- 
regularly are liable to confisca- 
tion. . . . , 

Dealers are also required to. 
report all such sales to the police 
every three months, and the po-

The Army has recently pur- 
chased an old Roman Catholic 
Church in Rotterdam. Concern- 
ing the use to which it will be 
put. Commissioner Ridsdel says: 

"The purchase of the church 
has been effected to carry out a 
scheme dear to the heart of 'The 
General. I hope by this means 
to relieve the pressure on the 
Men's Social 'Work, a section of 
which is occupying a part of the 
local poorhonse, so great is tlio 
pressure on our space. In addi- 
tion to the acquisition of this^old 
Catholic Church, we hope to ex- 
tend our sphere of work in the 
very poorhonse itself. 

"The idea, however, in buying 
this building is to provide accom- 
modation for homeless families 
who knock at the Army's door. 
'When the old church -has been 
renovated we hope to get The 
Geiipral's idea working. At Am- 
sterdam and at The Hague, 
where we hunted for properties 
the other day, we also propose 
carrying out The General's idea."

AN INTERESTING WORK ASrONGST PRISO.NERS. 



(Concluded from last week.) 

Another change, and we are 
with the native element again, 
but this time of an altogether 
different character to the first 
mentioned. In Semarang wb have 
adjoining our institution at 
Soegangan a central native pris- 
on, to which long-sentenced and 
incorrigible prisoners are sent 
from all parts of the Dutch In- 
aies. To illustrate the class of 
men, I give the following inci- 
dent: ".A few weeks ago one of 
the warders speaking to a man 
from Pemalang about his work, 
the man who was a cutter in the 
tailor's shop, sprang upon the 
warder and stabbed him over the 
eye with his scissors. The officer 
fell to the ground unconscious. 
Other Pemalang men rushed to 
assist their mate in beating the 
unconscious Officer with their 
stools, whcu one blow on the head 
partially aroused him, and draw- 
ing his revolver he fired at his 
first assailant, w-ho fell dead. It 
was all so quickly done that 
help now came, and other Odi- 
cers secured the other men, who 
are now under a time of solitary 
confinement." 

The prison is really a large 
tailoring establishment, clothe-: 
being made here for prison and 
military u=os all oyer Ihe Dutch 
Indies, On ordinary day.= it is 
really a most interesting hive of 
induslr.v. 

There are over COO male pris- 
oners in thi."! place, and we hnd 
for years been anxious to do 
something for these people, but 
had no opportimity. With the 
commencement of the present 
year, however, >rrs. Major Clif- 
ford. viTio has been for a long 
limp in <>har?e of the Boegflngan 
Institution, sefnred permission 
and oomnipnced sprvices with 
the prisoners. These are now 
being continued every Sunday at 
Oim.. and already with most in- 
teresting results. 

The majority of the. inmates 
■ understand a little Mnlay. and 
that is rpaJly the language in use 
for the OITlcials. Our first ociies- 
sity was therefore a song booli in 
JIalav. which is now bcinp print- 
ed. Then came a demand for 
Malay porVuons nf the Scripttire, 
and already We have no le=f than 
200 of these loaned to the men, 
and also 50 Javanese. (10 Arabic, 
and by the time this is in print 
there will also be 60 Madnrcse, 
60 Soendanase, and 30 Chinese 
copies^n circulation. 

A typical Sunday morning. I 
arrived a quaiier of an hour 
early and founi) the prison bar- 
bers busy shaving the heads of 
various prisoners and showine; 
themselves eager to. get through 
in good time. The prison is di- 
vided into huge r,ooms. each cap- 
able of holding 30 men. In one 
room was a Mahomedan priest 
(also a prisoiieif) intoning from 
the Koran and surrounded by a 
number of devout Mahomedans, 
all of whom were from Atjeh on 
the north coast of Sumatra. It 
J3 rather noteworthy that the 
priest was one of the first to ask 
us for a copy of the Gospels in 
Arabic. 

Next was a room containing a 
number <Jf men from Madura, 
then- a contiilgent of Sbendan- 
ese. men from Menado, Pemalang 
MAkas^cr, BeilgkeUs Sambas, and 
Chinese. .. . 



At last the bell rang o'clock, 
the big gale opened^ and Mrs. 
Major Clifford with a company of 
Javanese boys for the singing 
and a number of workers from 
Boegangan entered. Chairs were 
brought for the OfJlcers, and then 
the prisoners, some hundreds of 
them, grouped around us in a 
large ring under ihe trees in the 
prison yard. 

We start with a song in Javan-- 
esc, prayer in Malay and Javan- 
ese. Then a song in Malay^ the 
chorus of which is heartily taken 
up by some of the men. We find 
a hand-clapping accompaniment 
as natural as though we were 
amongst our own people. : A talk, 
in Chinese by one of our Boegan- 
gan ■ soldiers greatly amuses 
those who don't understand the ■ 
language, but is a treat for ■ 
those who do. 

A chorus in Javanese, and a 
prisoner shouts "Can't some- 
body speak in my tongue? Being 
asEed what it was, he exclaimed 
"Madoera," and straightway an- 
other of our soldiers steps into 
the" ring and fires away in Ma- 
durese to the delight of the little 
gi'oup who come from the same 
country. An appeal -w^as then 
made for someone to speak Ban- 
jennasin or Diack. and the need 
was met in our Day Watchman 
and Gatekeeper. 

The Mandoer of the institution 
read the Scriptures in Arabic, 
,nnr! top closfid v.'ith a final appeal 
in Malay. Three men, a Chinese, 
an .\tjehesc and n Javanese have 
expressed their desire to lead a 
belter life, and we have every 
hope of many being won for God 
in these meetings. 

Mrs. CliiTord has already re- 
ceived quite a number of re- 
quests from the men for the loan 
of books in, their own tongue, 
and the interest with which the 
men look forward to the weekly 
visit is really remarkable. Any 
Oftloer being in Semarang for the 
Sunday is pounced upon for- 
thcse services, and one and all 
declare Ihem to be splendid. The 
Colonel has visited on two ocea- 
siohs, and had a fine, time, his 
violin heing considered a most 
wonderful addition, while his 
talk to the men was most highly 
appreciated. 

The msn look upon Mrs. Clif- 
ford as their Captain, and are 
very delighted that she should 
take so much interest in their 
welfare. 

"Wo have now received word 
that in Rembang the authorities 
have accorded permission for 
meetings to be held amongst 
the native prisoners which will 
make the fourth native prison in 
which meetings will be regular- 
Iv conducted.
